Cites Important 
Changes in Modern 
Idea of Religion 


Dr. Grimshaw Preaches Farewell 
Sermon in Heights Church 


“The modern idea of religion isn’t 
the mere assurance of owning an in- 
surance policy for entrance into heav- 
en. 


“This was the thought developed 
yesterday by Dr. Ivan G. Grimshaw 
in his farewell sermon as associate 
minister of Fairmount Presbyterian 
church, Fairmount boulevard and 
Coventry road. 

“Dr. Grimshaw, who leaves the city 
this week to become dean of students 
at American International College, 
Springfield, Mass., spoke on ‘Religion 
Pure and Undefiled.’ 

““Two important developments 
have changed our picture of religion,’ 
he said. ‘Namely, the new attitude 
toward man which has developed from 
the study of scientific psychology and 
the new conception of God which has 
arisen through the study of the physi- 
cal sciences. 

“ ‘In the new attitude toward man 
the meaning of religion has changed 
from one of salvation in the narrow, 
revivalist usage of the term to one of 
right conduct in all the phases of life. 

“The new attitude toward God, 
springing from the conception of the 
universe as one of law and order, sees 
God as a Being who is stable and self- 
consistent with His universe of law 
and order. 

“We need a social outlook which 
understands that one cannot serve 
God unless one also serves his fellow 
men,’ Dr. Grimshaw declared.” 

The above article from a Cleveland, 
Ohio, newspaper, is a bit of additional 
proof that the teachings of “Psychi- 
ana” are permeating the churches. Of 
course, there are still a few who wish 
to tell us that God Almighty was 
killed on a cross for the sins of the 
world, but that few is rapidly disap- 
pearing. Every week there comes to 
us an item from some prominent 
preacher’s sermon, giving conclusive 
evidence that the “Psychiana” Teach-

Dr. Grimshaw says that the new 
conception of God is one of law and 
order. We all know where that came 
from. If God is Law, Jesus Christ was 
neither born of a virgin nor was he 
God. That being a fact, one might 
as well raze every building teaching 
that false and pagan system of the- 
ology. God Almighty did not die on 
the cross to save anyone. God Al- 
mighty, the Great Spirit of God, ac- 
tually lives in us all, and it is through 
this Power such madmen as Hitler 
can be brought to their knees, and 
through no other power. There is no 
possibility of Hitler winning this war 
as long as the “Psychiana” Spiritual 
Blitzkrieg is in existence.

The unusual thing is that it came 
from a small weekly in a small Idaho 
mining town. 

Reflect on Contrasting Facts 
as to Roosevelts and Hoovers 

“An inspired piece from one of the 
New Deal propagandists says that 
‘Hoover was a complete failure.’ 

“So he was. He failed in a lot of 
things. He failed to draw out his 
salary of $75,000 a year while he was 
President, turning it all back into the 
treasury. He failed to have his sons 
organize insurance companies to 
write insurance on government en- 
terprises. He built a Rapidan resort 
for fishing and recreation at his own 
expense and gave it to the govern- 
ment. None of his sons went racing 
through the divorce courts to the dis- 
illusionment of the public. He never 


bundled up a lot of government docu- 
ments to sell as a book to the faithful 
at a huge profit to himself, and he 
never sold himself into political slav- 
ery to a labor organization for a 
$500,000 campaign fund. He gathered 
a marvelous collection of war stuff 
and built a museum for it, and failed 
to ask congress to pay the bill—he 
paid it himself. 

“He did not preach to promote class 
hatred, and he did not try to pack the 
supreme court. He did not plow up 
every third row of cotton, and he did 
not promise the American people 
one thing while at the very same mo- 
ment doing everything to accomplish 
the directly opposite result. 

“He did not ask congress to assess 
the taxpayers billions of dollars every 
time someone shot off a firecracker 
in Europe, and he did not go on fish- 
ing trips on government warships 
accompanied by a fleet of destroyers. 
Neither did he kill off all the farmers’ 
little pigs, nor encourage the impor- 
tation of Argentine beef. 

“In fact, there were a lot of foolish 
things that Hoover didn’t do that 
some other people have done. There 
are a lot of constructive things that 
he could have done if he had not had 
the opposition of a Democratic con- 
gress . . . but, anyway, he did not 
leave the American people $54,000,- 
000,000 in debt. 

“Mrs. Hoover never made speeches 
or raced hither and yon on unim- 
portant matters. She never wrote silly 
drivel on her every-day life and sold 
it to the newspapers, and she never 
sold soap over the radio. Her only ap- 
pearance in public was as an honorary 
member of the Girl Scouts of Amer- 
ica. She never invited Communist 
youth to the White House as her 
guests.”

“New York, July 29. (AP)—Irving 
Berlin’s song, ‘God Bless America,’ 
has swept the country until people are 
speaking of it as a second national 
anthem, but the Rev. Edgar Romig 
still doesn’t like it. 

‘There is a strange and specious 
substitute for religion held by many 
in times of crisis like the present,’ he 
told his west end collegiate reformed 
congregation yesterday. 

‘It is compounded of excessive emo- 
tion, wishful thinking .. . And finds 
its expression in the mawkish itera- 
tion of snatches of song like ‘God 
Bless America.’ 

‘The great national anthems that 
have survived and that will outlive 
most contemporary doggerel came out 
of the hearts of men who knew what

it was to sacrifice for America’. 


“Wenatchee, July 29.—The Rev. 
G. A. Seely, former pastor at Peshas- 
tin, has been arrested at Moscow, 
Idaho, for Chelan county officers on 
a warrant charging carnal knowledge 
of a minor girl. His bail has been set 
at $5,000. Chelan deputies will leave 
for Moscow tomorrow to return him.” 


By the merest chance I happened to 
see the above two articles in the morn- 
ing paper. I shall not comment on 
the case of the Rev. Dr. Seely, whom 
I know. The other fellow—well, he 
has no use for any song or any teach- 
ing which leaves the church out of 
things. If every American will sing 
“God Bless America” three times a 
day, and mean it, we shall have no 
need of churches with their sickly 
theologies. We need a universal con- 
ception of the nearness of the Pres- 
ence of God, and the farther we keep 
away from “crosses,” “beads,” “con 
fession boxes,’ “masses,” “lord’s 
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suppers,” “prayer meetings’”—the 
sooner will America find God. We 
have not been able to find Him in the 
church; now let us look outside of the 
church—we shall have better luck. 


Russia Looks H igher 


Ray of hope for the beleaguered 
allies is to be seen in the acceptance 
by Moscow of ambassadors from 
Great Britain and France. It is not 
just chance that this move by soviet 
Russia, and reopened negotiations by 
a British trade mission to Moscow 
upon an optimistic note, coincide with 
the imminent entrance of Italy into 
the conflict. 

Italy and Russia both want the 
same thing: free hands in the Bal- 
kans. The allies, in this respect, can 
give Russia what she wants; the Ber- 
lin-Rome axis won’t. 

It is not too speculative that Rus- 
sia might in the long run turn against 
Berlin. Josef Stalin cannot in his 
wildest dreams have envisioned Ger- 
many having as easy a time of it as 
she has had these last two months. 
There is yet good evidence to support 
the contention that Russia tentatively 
lined up with Germany to coerce Hit- 
ler into a military trap so that he 
might be destroyed by the democra- 
cies—communism then to be the vul- 
ture to prey upon a dismembered and 
poverty-stricken Germania.

From the Kansas City Star: “The 
nomination of President Roosevelt for 
a third term is an unprecedented vio- 
lation of a tradition that is as old as 
the republic. 

It was certain that President Roo- 
sevelt could obtain renomination if he 
desired it. That he did desire it was 
evidenced by the strenuous efforts on 
his behalf made by the inner circle 
of New Dealers with no protest from 
the President.

“We wonder if Mr. Roosevelt hasn't 
finally gone too far? The rider per- 
mitting conscription of industry, 
which was adroitly attached to the 
military conscription bill in the sen- 
ate, no doubt looked politically wise 
at the moment. We imagine that even 
up to the present it has won more 
votes than it has lost. The ‘conscript 
wealth’ cry has its instantaneous ap- 
peal, to those who are eager for it. 


“But a provision so fundamentally 
bad cannot but have its reaction, and 
there should be time enough between 
now and November 5 to bring out ex- 
actly why it is bad. 

“After all, the reasoning involved 
is not complex. It should be possible 
by November 5 to make every voter 
aware that a commandeered plant be- 
comes a government plant, and that 
Mr. Roosevelt himself has said, work- 
ers cannot strike against the govern- 
ment. Consequently, the right to com- 
mandeer plants becomes the right to 
commandeer labor. And if that is not 
dictatorship, what in the name of 
heaven is it? 

“Nor would the power stop with 
‘plants,’ as this word is understood 
in the popular sense. The term used 
in the rider is ‘facilities.’ The presi- 
dent would have the right to take 
over, at a value to be fixed later, 
whatever facilities the war and navy 
departments could not reach a satis- 
factory agreement with 


satisfactory 
to the war and navy departments, 
that is. And since the president and 
his department heads would be the 
sole judges of what facilities were 
necessary to the defense program, 
the power of commandeering could 
be extended to take in virtually any- 
thing and everything. As Mr. Willkie 
has pointed out, agriculture, the ra- 
dio, big business and little business, 
the press, industry and everything 
else, could be drawn within the pur- 
view of such a law. 


“And with each extension of gov- 
ernment control over these facilities, 
that many more workmen would be-
